GAIN IN OHINA 


Chiang Kai-Shek’s arsenal city of 


_ Nanking is breathing easier follow- 


ing the first victory in several 
months of the Chinese National 
leader’s armies in. the oivil war 
against China’s Communist forces, 

Victorious government troops 
were reported driving. north and east 
of Suchow at the end of 10 days df 
gtim combat in which masses of 
Communists surrendered or retreat- 
ed after suffering causualties num- 
bered in government reports as 130,- 
000, The Nationalists listed their 
own casualties as 40,000 men, 

The Communist radio, for the firat 
time since the battle started, haa not 
made claims to victory at Suchow,- 

For months the fortunes of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shaek were 
at alow ebb as his armies suffered 
6erious setbacks and it was openly 
predicted he would lose Nanking 
and all the surrounding area, Today 
even the pessimists concede that ¢he 
key city is safe for another month, 
Both sides are preparing for a new 
outbrenk of the struggle, 

The pilots of Gen, Chow Chih-jou’s 
air force were acclaimed heroes in 
the victory of Suchow, Ohinese sour- 
ces said the general, angry because 
his fliers failed to halt the Reds in 


North China and Mnchurié, gave” 


thent euch a tongue lashing that~ 
they went Into action with a fury. 
unmatched: by the Communist air 
forces, 


Government leaders were hearten- 
ed by news that the United States 
had stepped up aid to China witha 
pledge of wheat, flour and rice for 
the country’s hungry millions, Ap- 
(proximately 120,000 tons of food- 
stuffs are being sent to key cities of 
northern and central hina by the 
Economic Co-operation Administra- 
tion of the US, 

Another victory for the govern- 
ment was claimed.in north China, 
The Nationalists said more than 
86,000 Communists were killed in 
two days of fighting for Paoting, 
capital of Hopeh province, 


PRINCE BORN TO 
ROYAL COUPLE 


The birth of a second-in-line heir 
presumptive to the ‘throne who 
might someday rule the Common- 
wealth turned the thoughts of men 
in many lands from the anxieties of 
tthe international scene, 

The Tommy fighting insurgents 
in the Malayan jungle and the lon- 
ely Yukon factor celebrated the sign 
of ‘coninuity of what one London 
newspaper termed “the institutin of 
sovereignty-in-democracy.” 

Future glories for the prince were 
foreseen by the Times of London: 

“Through his father, the infant 
prince will bring to the throne, for 
the first time since the death of 
King Hardicanute in 1042, a family 
derived in direct male descent from 
the Danish race, which, as the most 
recent historical studies all go to 
show, is to be credited with a full 
half share in tthe ancestry of the En- 
giish, 

“Some day he may inaugurate a 
dynasty bearing the name.of Mount- 
batten which in the last half century 
has been surpassed by none in its 
record of public service,” 

The New York World-Telegram 
noted that “now there is strengthen- 
ed asSurance that this symbolical 
tie (the Commonwealth) will be 
perpetuated in the ordinary course 
of things-—-it is something that Bri- 
tons feel, rather than glibly express 
in words, . 

“It is a feeling that most Ameri- 
cans, perhaps. unconsciously share. 
So we rejoice with the British, ‘that 
@ prince has been born and that 
in the words of the icial announce 
ment, “Her Royal ess and her 
son are doing well.”
